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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The new limitations of claim 1 (i.e. the lip being linear in the transverse cross-section), claim 22 (i.e. the firs 
compartment spout), and claim 25 (the compartments having bilateral symmetry) would require further consideration and/or search. 
Claim 15 raises an issue of new matter because the examiner does not see where the specification provides support for an annular lip 
that includes " a portion" that extends radially (i.e. the annular lip extends radially. Claim 20 raises an issue of new matter because the 
"at least a portion of the wall defining a non-circular perimeter" may include a feature such as a fin that extends from the outer wall of the 
second compartment that is used to frictionally fit the second compartment into the first compartment. The specification has support for 
a recess in the sidewall of an otherwise circular perimeter, such as the proposed amendment to claim 39 . 
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
